ALTONA “SWIMS” TO 
SOCCER WIN

In a fiercely contested soccer match 
last Saturday, Altona mastered the water- 
logged Kim Reserve much better than 
Moorabbin to “swim” to a 2-1 victory. 


The actual result should have been 3-1 as Al- 
tona scored in the final minute of the game.

The Hon. Alex Mair, 
acting president of "the 
Guide Dogs for the Blind 
Association of Victoria, 
told his committee last 
evening that the safety 
record of blind pedes- 
trians who were guide dog 
owners was remarkable. 

Australian: road traffic ac- 
cident statistics showed that 
for the year ended 1963, 811 
pedestrians had been killed 
and 9097 seriously injured. 

The fact that no Guide Dog 
owner was included in these 
totals spoke volumes for the 
standard of training carried 
out at the Guide Dog Train- 
ing Centre. 

When the Guide Dog move- 
ment came into existence 50 
years ago, road traffic was 
largely limited to slow mov- 
ing horse drawn vehicles. It 
is now vastly different with 
one in every 3.5 Australians 
owning cars and travelling a 
combined total of 600,000,000 
miles per week. ’

In wet conditions which al- 
ways increased traffic hazards, 
the reflecting material’ would 
give warning to motorists that 
a Guide Dog owner was cross- 
ing the road. The use of this 
material has been approved by 
the Victorian ‘Traffic Commit 
tee of the National Road 
Safety Council. 

It should not be thought that 
the almost non-existent accl- 
dent rate with Guide Dog 
owners meant that they did 
not travel as much as sighted 
People. Mr. Mair said that 
one Guide Dog owner he knew 
walked an average’ of 1500 
miles per year. Most Guide 
Dog owners travelled the same 
distance as average sighted 
pedestrians, he said. ~
